Thorc aro few things in tbo history of 
England moro creditable to her aud her 
peoplo than the progress of colonisation 
in tha antipodes. Wo do not mean exaotiy as it 
simply shows itself in the growth of mog. 
nificent cities and towns on the seabon.rd 
such as Sydney and Melboarno ; the 
opening np of immense agricultural dis- 
tricts; tho construction of good roads and 
railways ; the building np of an extensive 
steam marino and commerce connected 
with tho whole world ; the growih of 
Hocks and herds such as perhaps no other 
country possesses ; in thoso parts of the 
country which wero first settled, for all 
these results woro produced, no doubt, 
under favorable circumstances. We refer 
moro particularly to the progress made in 
the settling up of tho continent since the 
days of the great exploror, Dr Lieclmrdt. 
At that timo absolutely nothing was 
known of tho interior by which an accu- 
rate or competent opinion could be 
formed; while most of tho vast regions 
constituting South Australia were sparer 
]y settled and far from prosperous. The 
ptogress ol oiher co!on':*vl>»- *hteh m., 
learn their early struggles in adversity, 
and the amount of intelligcuco and energy 
used by all classes to ovorcomo that 
adversity, may bo useful and encouraging 
to our selves i? viowed in f. propor light. 
"We feel assured, moreover, that every 
porsou interested in tho expuusion of 
British intesesta and power, will read with 
pleasure the eminently satisfactory change 
which has taken place during tho last few 
years in tho provinces we refer to. The 
progress of Sooth Australia is very grati- 
fying. 

"Mr. Boothby, the Government Btatist, 
oboetvea in his report of 1867 tbat in noting 
the progress of a oommunity liable to per- 
iodical depression, but also equally open to 
tiuieB of great prosperity, it ia necessary to 
take a series of years into consideration. He 
has transmitted a table showing the progre 8 
of South Australia from its foundation as u 
British province down to the close of the 
30th year of its existence; but as yet the 
Colonial office has not printed the table in 
its publications. The imports retained for 
consumption in South Australia increased 
from £1,408 664 ten years ago, in 18o7, to 
£2,516,128 in 1866; and without reckoning 
large supplies received by way of Melbourne, 
the people of South Australia in I860 pur- 
chased British eoods to the extent of £11 
2s 6d per head of the population. The 
exports of the produce of the colony averaged 
£1 603,271 per onnurn in the five yearn 
1857 61, and £2,405,162 iu tho five years 
1862-C6, an increase of 50, per cent. The 
aggregato exports of staple prr.duotioos in 
the ten years exceeded 20 millions Btirling, 
eight millions in the first half of iha decade, 
and 12} millioua in the last half. Bread- 
stuffs constituted from 35 to 41 per cent, ol 
the exports. Tbo exports of flour and wheat 
averaged 33,448 tons per annum in the Ave 
yearB ending with 1861, and 57,481 tons in 
the five years ending with 1866. Tho copper 
nrd other mineral shipments averagotl 
£438,270 yearly in the five years 1857-61, 
and £645,250 in 18612 66. Wool constitutes 
nearly a third in value of the exports. In 
the five years 1857 61 the quantity shipped 
averaged 10.372,581 B>«. a veur; in 1862-66 
16,179 451 lbs a year. In 1866 the shipment 
of Sonih Australian wool amounted to 
19,739,523 Ibj. worth £990,173," 

The progress also ol the coiuoy ol 
Queensland, which has been called by 
many a deoided lailuro, is shown to be 
equally rapid and decided since 1859, 
tho period at which it was made a 
separato colony. Acompotont author- 
ity says :

number of rivers debouch into tho Oull of 
Carpentaria, for all of which Swear's Island 
ia the natural depot and port, because, com- 
munication with that island is so much more 
facile thou between any of tho rivors, owiDg 
to the difficulty of their navigation and the 
loss of timo incurred in waiting for tiden. 
Small towns, or rather receiving store*, with 
a public houso and blacksmith's shop, are 
springing up on some of them in oonse- 
queneo of the facilities sfforded by the 
Pioneer, who is well adapted for her work.'' 
Tbo climate, it appears, is very cold, and 
admirably adapted to curing maul. Tho 
same authority goes on to Btate, " there arc 
no flies, no land shellB— in fact, llo climato 
struck rre as being like the Pampas in 
South America whore meat only requires 
to be hung up to dry to cure it. Nearly tho 
same thing ia done herd Mr Edkins, who 
works the boiling down, has a number of 
tables under ashed, on which he places the 
beef after rubbing salt into it. The meat 
then both salts and dries, and after it has 
been salted some lime ho chorgeB more than 
he did at first in consequence of the loss of 
woight in drying. Willi regard to tho land 
as I menlionod in a provioua letter, great 
facilities ox'iBt for making large paddocks by 
short lences from river to river ; as to 
whether it is best adapted for sheep or cattle 
I heard disputed.

Tahiti. 

Under tho head of " Commerco of 
Tahiti," tho principal Island of tho Soci- 
ety Group somo interesting particulars 
are given of its condition, Tho financial 
condition is represented as being excel- 
lent; tho returns from taxes and customs 
showing 27,30T franca over tho estimates. 
The French Government to increase im» 
migration from California, offered a free 
passage, and in tho event of thoso going 
not liking tho change a freo passage was 
provided buck. The scheme has fuilcd, 
and disgusted with its ncm-appreciation 
the freo passage back 1ms been with- 
drawn. Tho Value of imports in 1SG7 
wero 6,000,000 francs, against 3,000,000 
in 1866. The shipping entered last year 
wero 351 vcssols, representing 30,000 
tons. Tho system of public instruction 
has made no progress for the past two 
years. The Catholic school at Papeoto 
contained 234; the Protestant 243 ; and 
in other districts of Tuhiti 1,300; a re- 
port upon these schools says, that in 
rending, writing and the four Grst rules in 
arithmetic tho ignorance of the pupils 
was lamentable. It appears difficult 
to ovorcomo the natural indolence of 
character. Two cotton cleaning mills 
have bueu erected at Papeete and sent to 
Franco la.°t !yenr 32,725 kilogrammes of 
cotton. There are 5 ,8 00 acres nltogotlier 
in cultivation on the Island of Tahiti, of 
which 700 acres are devoted to cotton; 
'200 co canes, lite- ust to coffee, arrowroot, 
co^oa, yam, maize, etc. Coffee is a fail- 
ure. Taken altogether, considering tho 
'.u"-g'h of time fU^-Fi '.villi have had su- 
premo command in tbo Islands, their 
progress is not very striking, and it seems 
that ufter all, Tahiti will never mnko tho 
placu it was anticipated.

of the entire population bein^ annually taken 
into custody, the progress ot tho colony has 
been romarkable. According: to a despatch 
from tbo Governor, Sir G. F. Bowen, just 
published, the European population since ihe 
date of its establishment has increased from 
less than 25,000 to nearly 100,000, while thu 
revenue and the trade (including exports and 
imports) have been almost trebled. The 
other ohiol eloments of prosperity have ad- 
vanced in a nearly equal proportion. During 
tho same seven years cotton and sugar have 
been added to the liBt of staple products ; a 
line ol new pcrts has been opened along the 
eaalern seaboard from Keppel Bay to Capo 
York, a distance of 1000 miles ; and settle- 
ments have been formed around the head ol 
tho Gull of Carpentaria, on the northern 
Coast ol tho Australian oontinent, and a dis- 
tance of more than 1,500 miles from the Beat 
of Government at Brisbane. Moreover, dur- 
ing tho same period, pustorul occupation lias 
spread over iho greater portion of the interior 
Ot Queensland ; that is, over an additional 
area at least four limes larger ihan the area 
of the United Kingdom. Ia 1859 the pioneer 
settlers had scarcely advanced beyond tho 
Darling Downs to the weal, or beyond Rock- 
hompton to ttio north. Now thuro are sto- 
lions moro than 700 miles to the west of 
Brisbane, find moro than 800 miles to the 
north and north-woat of Ilockhampton." 

It ia very evident, from theso statements, 
that in a low yearn Eoyland will draw the 
Buppliea for hor cotton,! sugor, rice, cofTeo, 
aud perhaps teu, from her own possessions, 
and L by being i idepandenl of the world, its 
wars, casualties and disasters, add in an 
equal ratio to tho comfort and prosperity of 
her peoplo at homo. Then again up to tho 
the far north, even tho territory round tho 
Gulf of Carpentaria, to aucortain tho Jpnrtt- 
culars ot which iho self'-sacriQcing Liechurdt 
gave his life, like its predecessors, is now 
beiDg occupied and investigated, and pro- 
mises to bo a valuable addition.

"Colonist" Sitka Correspoudcnce, 



Sitka, A. T., July 24. 1808. 

Editor Colonist,— Since the 4ih of July 
tbe people of Sitka have had a right lively 
timo of it. To say that everybody (except 
your correspondent) was quite jubilant, might 
be questioned, so we do confess tbat we also 
felt happy — becaufe all tbe rtliors weroi 

Tbe Fourth of July iu Sitka was celebrated 
in a very commendable manner. We had a 
procession, which was headed by tbe Sitka 
Band, and consisted of four drums, without 
fife, flute, or even a tin wbiulo. We also 
had an oration, which was delivered by the 
Hon W S Dodge, our Mayor, and it was the 
only good speecli ever delivered in Alaska. 
It was a splendid effort. Tharo was a ver; 
eroellent dinner on tbe ground, which gave 
entire satisfaction to everybody, Indiana in- 
cluded. It was amusing to seo tho Indiana 
oelebrating, after the fashion of the Ameri- 
cans. 

For more than a month before the Fourth 
we bad delightful weather ; but just as the

ACCIDENT NO. 2 — LIKUT L1VBRMORB KILLED.

He then proposed to tho others to point their 
guns forward, and in descending a branch 
caught tho trigger of Lieut Foot's gun and it 
went off, the ball passing through tba body 
of Lieut Livermore, who only bad timo to 
say 'Oh 1' and expired immediately. Lieut 
B \V Livermore wa8 2nd Lieutenant in Co. 
H, 2d Artillery. He wai a very worthy 
young officer, loved by all who know him, 
and when be was buried he was followed to 
his grave by mostly every person in Sitka. 
He was engaged to bo married, I am told, 
on the 4th of last July lo a very excellent 
young lady of this oily. He got his appoint- 
ment in the regular army from the State o( 
Indiana. No blame whatever could be at- 
tached to Lieut Foot, as it is one of those 
accidents whioh are liable to buppen to any 
parson who will go hunting. 

PROSPECTING, COAL, PREPARING TO LEAVE.

A SUICIDE, UARKIAdES, AC 

Our city is getting to be noted for great 
events sinoo it became Americanized. On 
last Friday, 17th July, a Russian by the 
Dime of N Wolkoff shot himself lest he 
might be put in the guard-house. It wonld 
seem he was there once beforo for selling 
liquor to Indians, and the regulations of thut 
establishment were so distasteful to bis fine 
feelings, he was bound to take a short cut 
to hoaven bofore patronizing any such house. 
To say tbo least of it, this dees not epeuk 
well for the guard-houso in Sitka. It seems 
the day beforo ho committed suicide, some 
Indians told him they would report him fcr 
selling liquor to them, and it would eeem 
also that he was innocent and likely thought 
bo could not make a good a good showing of 
his case before the Military Court, so he con- 
cluded lo end bis troubles in this world and 
trust to his chances in tbo next. Ho made 
a will, however, beforehand, and wrote one 
or two lotlers to some friends, and then sent 
bis spirit to the ' happy land ot Canaan,' and 
furthermore this deponent knoweth not. Tie 
17th July was a great duy for Siika, for we 
only had two funerals, two marriages a: d 
one suicide.
